bootlegging industry. Mr. Edwards has 
asked Congress to amend the law providing 
taxfree alcohol for industry so that this 
material may be made readily available for 
beverage purposes, no matter what may be 
its suitability for any other use. He has 
gone a step farther than those who, with 
voice and pen have undertaken to glorify 
lawlessness. He has set forth with the high 
purpose of legalizing violation of the law of 
the land. 

The Edwards anti-industrial-aleohol bill 
Was introduced in the Senate last week. It 
provides (see page 21 of this issue) that it 
shall be unlawful “to denature any alcohol 
by the admixture therewith of materials 
rendering such alcohol destructive to hu- 
man life if used as a beverage.” The author 
ot this attempt to champion an industry 
Which is not generally looked upon as le- 
gitimate seems to have been in a hurry to 
get into the fray. He has overlooked the 
significance of vital statistics showing the 
destructiveness of alcohol in itself when 
used, to the somewhat common extent of 
misuse, as a beverage. He leaves for selec- 
tion as a denaturant for alcohol scarcely 
anything other than water, used copiously. 
Of course, he has not meant to propose this, 
but there are his words. 

Mr. Edwards has made a beautiful ges- 
ture in the direction of the legitimate in- 
dustries which find the use of alcohol neces- 
sary. His bill would permit the addition of 
adequate denaturants to alcohol “for use 
exclusively in scientific research” under of- 
ficially prescribed regulations. At the office 
of the senior New Jersey senator, the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter was told that he 
felt that this would provide a means for the 
legitimate industrial use of alcohol. But, 
some further new interpretation of statutory 
phraseology would need to be applied in 
making “scientific research” synonymous 
with “industrial use.” Legitimate industry 
is not likely to be impressed with this show 
of good faith, so thin and so transparent is 
it. If it were intended to safeguard the 
rights of legitimate industry and assure it 
«a means of supplying its needs, why was 
not provision made for the exemption of 
lawful industrial operations? Surely, that 
phrase offers no difficulty of understanding, 
no ambiguity of meaning. 

If one accept the explanation of the author 
of this bill that it is his purpose to exempt 
the industrial use of alcohol, what remains 


of the reformation which he has so impres- 
sively set out to accomplish? There is no 
other purpose in the existing laws provid- 
ing for the denaturing of alcohol than that 
of assuring a supply of this material for 
industrial use. Denaturing alcohol for any 
other purpose is illegal, no matter what the 
nature of the denaturant employed. It 
might be argued that the denaturing of al- 
cohol for use as a rubbing fluid for appli- 
cation to the human body has no industrial 
purpose. But, the denaturing must be done 
in the manufacture of the rubbing fluid, in 
other words, in industry, and not in the 
household or even in the drug store. No 
amount of explaining or attempting to ex- 
plain hidden meanings can make the Ed- 
wards bill anything other than what it is: a 
design to deprive legitimate industry of al- 
cohol suitably denatured as the law now pro- 
vides, in order that illegitimate industry 
may be facilitated, and violation of the law 
be made less hazardous. It is a design to 
nullify the prohibition law, and whatever 
may be the attitude of any person toward 
the purpose of that statute, all must agree 
that this attack upon it is not in the open. 

So general is the need for alcohol in in- 
dustry that there are but few lines of manu- 
facturing which would not be adversely af- 
fected by being deprived of a ready supply 
of this material and the opportunity to 
employ it unhampered by the onerous in- 
spection and supervision that would be 
necessary if it were obligatory to employ al- 
cohol suitable for beverage use. From hat 
to shoes, there is scarcely an article of 
clothing in the production of which alcohol 
is not needed. The furniture of the house- 
hold, the family automobile, ink, pencils, 
shoe polish—all the simple every-day neces- 
sities of life and comfort require alcohol in 
their manufacture. So, the protest against 
the Edwards bill should be universal, and 
it should be vigorous. No matter how 
small the volume of alcohol needed by any 
manufacturer, there is none who should not 
against this unwarranted  inter- 





protest 
ference. 

The Edwards bill has been referred to 
the Senate Committee on Manufactures, of 
which Senator O. I. Weller of Maryland is 
chairman. The names of the other mem- 
bers are given in the account of the intro- 
duction of the bill, on page 21. These sen- 
ators should hear at once the protest, by 
wire and letter, of every manufacturing 
user of alcohol. Protests should be sent also 
to the senators from the manufacturer’s 
State and to the member of the lower house, 
who represen. the manufacturer’s district. 
The bill is vicious, the more so because of 
its seemingly humanitarian alleged purpose 
of preventing death by misadventure. The 
purpose at which it is obviously directed 
may be reached in other ways. There is 


not this need to stifle legitimate industry for 
the crimes of the bootlegger.

Of course, if there are individual 
cises where lessees find that they are unable to 
comply with the terms of the lease relative 
to drilling within one year, they may make 
application for an extension of time within 
which to drill, but applicants should state 
specifically why they desire an extension. 





Pipelines and Oil Storage 
Surveyed by Mines Bureau 


A survey of petroleum pipelines re- 
cently conducted by the Bureau of Mines. 
as of May 1, 1926, shows a total of 
slightly more than 90,000 miles of pipelines 
in the United States, with a cupacity of 
approximately 15,750,000 barrels of crude 
oil, which is equivalent to one-fourth of 
the average production in one month. 

Oklahoma, with 19.180 miles, is the 
leading State, with Texas second and 


Pennsylvania third. In point of trunk 
lines alone Texas leads considerably. 
California, though the leading State in 
production, ranks seventh n pipeline 


mileage. 

Combined pipeline and tank capacity 
is over 830,000,000 barrels May 1, 1926, 
there were 530,000,000 barrels (net) of 
oil (410,000,000 barrels of crude petro- 
leum and 120,000,000 barrels of refined 
oils) held in tank farms, in pipelines and 
at refineries. There was also approxi- 
mately 20,000,000 barrels of basic sedi- 
ment and water involved in this storage, 
making a total of 550,000,000 barrels of 
liquid in storage, indicating utilization of 
66 percent of total capacity. 

Of the total tank capacity, nearly 500.- 
000.000 barrels was at tank farms and 
over 300,000,000 barrels at refiner.es. Of 
the latter, 80,000,000 barrels was crude 
storage, hence the total available tank: 
for crude in the country was approxi- 
mately 580,000,000 barrels. If allowance 
is made for basic sediment and water and 
for tankage not filed in general practice. 
there was, May 1, 140,000,000 barrels of 
unfilled crude storage available 

California, with nearly 200,000,000 bar- 
rels of tankage, leads in oil storage ca-

pacity. Texas, with 170,000 000 barrels, 
is second, and Oklahoma, with 140,000,000 
barrels, is third. Each of these States 


has about the ame amount of crude stor- 
age; that is, 120,000,000 barrels. 

There is available at Atlantic ports ap- 
proximately 60,000,000 barrels of tank- 
age 40,000,000 barrels of which is for 
refined products. At ports on the Gulf 
of Mexico there is storage capacity of 
about 130,000,000 barrels, the greatpr 
part of which, 75,000,000 barrels, is for 
erude oil.

Gelatin Tariff Change 
Is Not to Be Expected 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27, 1927. 

A hearing in the flexible tariff case 
involving duties on edible gelatin was 
held today before the Tariff Commission. 
The case of domestic manufacturers seek- 
ing an increase in the duty of 3% cents 
a pound and 20 percent ad valorem was 
presented by Levi Cooke, counsel for the 
Edible Gelatin Manufacturers’ Research 
Society of America. Mr. Cooke called as 
witnesses Paul A. Kind of the Kind & 
Knox Gelatin Company, Camden, N. J.. 
and Joseph H. Cohen of the Atlantic 
Gelatin Company. Woburn, Mass. The 
side of the importers opposing any in- 
crease and contending that a decrease is 
justified was presented by J. Van Stolk, 
managing director of the Delft Company. 
Delft, the Netherlands, and by Harold 
Sinclair of New York City, importing 
agent for the Delft Company. 

A statement of the results of the field 
investigation into costs of domestic manu- 
facturers and of competing manufac- 
turers abroad, which was the subject cf 
discussion at today’s hearing, made it 
appear likely that no change in duty 
will be recommended by the commission 
to the President. 

\ computation of weighted average 
costs of production of edible gelatin, de- 
livered in .consuming markets in the 
United States, showed that on a basis of 
100 percent as representing domestic 
costs in 1924 the cost of the foreign 


product -was 101.2 percent. In 1925 the 
percentages were 100 for the United 
States and 95.2 for the Netherlands. A 





weighted average for the two ye: gave 
100 for the United States and 98.7 for the 
Netherlands. 

Mr. Cooke said that the domestic man- 
ufacturers were not inclined to dispute 
the accuracy of the commission’s figures 
but they were of the opinion that a com- 
parison of the average of costs of eleven 
competing companies in this country 
with the costs of a s:ngle foreign com- 
pany led to the undependable results. 
If it had been possible to obtain costs of 
manufacturers in France and Germany, 
he said, it might have formed a better 
basis for comparison under the peculiar 
conditions existing.

Liquor Permit Rules 


Are Amended Slightly 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27, 1927 

The requirement of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue that all permits to pur- 
chase liquor shall be authenticated by a 
letter of confirmation, form 1410-D, has 
been rescinded. Hereafter in all cases 
the vendor's copy of a permit to purchase 
shall be used in lieu of the letter of con- 
firmation, form 1410-D, and shall be sub- 
ject to all the requirements of section 432 
and all other provisions of existing regu- 
latioans relating to the confirmation of 
permits to purchase. Section 406, of reg- 
ulations 60, has been amended to that 
effect.

on either the cotton or the cottonseed 


oil markets, apparently having been 
discounted. There was more or less 
selling for a time, however, by local 


traders. Then, too, sales of crude cot- 
tonseed oil were light, and Southern 
markets for other products were less 
active than in the previous week, while 
business in many oils and greases was 


rather slow. Tallow was firm for a 
time early in the week, but the price 
was shaded later on, offerings being 


somewhat freer. 

At the weekly auction of tallow in 
London only 205 casks were sold out 
of total offerings of 871 casks. Prices 
there, however, ruled steady. Reports 
were current to the effect that it was 
possible to purchase compound at con- 
cessions. The movement of live hogs 
to some Western markets has shown a 
tendency to increase recently, despite 
severe winter weather, and some are 
looking for another increase in the 
monthly statement of lard stocks in 
Chicago. 

Refiners were credited with sales on 
advances. There was switching from 
near to distant months. January was 
switched to July at 59 points differ- 
ence, and March to May at 14 to 15 
points. Six hundred barrels were de- 
livered on January contracts. 

On the other hand, factors which had 
a tendency to sustain or advance prices 
were strength in the Chicago market 
for lard futures. Also the trend of cot- 
ton prices was upward at times. The 
impression exists in some quarters 
since the appearance of the ginning 
figures that sufficient cotton cannot be 
ginned during the remainder of the 
season to bring the total production up 
to the final government estimate of 
18,619,000 bales, to say nothing of 
larger estimates from private sources. 

Weather conditions in parts of the 
South were unfavorable for field work, 
frequent rains occurring in sections 
where cotton still remains to be gath- 


ered. The weekly government report 
stated that in the northwestern por- 
tion of the cotton belt field work was 


practically suspended during the week 
because of frequent rains and muddy 
or overflowed fields. Considerable cot- 
ton remains in the fields in this area, 
but practically none was picked. New 
crop preparations are said to be back- 
ward, with sales of fertilizers small. 
Closing quotations on Friday showed 
an advance of 12 to 23 points, as com- 
pared with the final prices of the pre- 
vious Saturday.

The trend of prices in the market for 
miscellaneous oils, fats and greases 
Was upward last week. There was no 
material change in the attitude of 
buyers, purchasing being limited in 
many instances to comparatively small 
or moderate lots, but demand for such 
quantities was fair. 

Chinawood oil Was still the leading 
feature of the list of vegetable prod- 
ucts, the markets here and on the Pa- 
cific Coast as well as abroad showing 
considerable strength owing to the se- 
rious character of developments in the 
Chinese political situation. There was 
a fair demand for coconut oil and sales 
were reported here and on the coast at 
slightly higher prices. 

Among the animal products tallow 
was firm early in the week but offer- 
ings increased later on and an easier 
tone developed with sales at a small 
decline. Higher prices were in demand 
tor lard, grease and oleo stearin. Ani- 
mal oils were generally firm with the 
drift of prices upward in some in- 
stances. 

Fish oils were generally well main- 
tained. Newfoundland cod was firm 
in the primary market owing to the 
smallness of supplies. A fair demand 
Was noted for refined menhaden oil 
and prices continued steady. Crude 
menhaden was quiet, stocks having 
been closely cleaned up.

Copra Prices Broadcast 


By Radio in South Seas 


Radio stations in the South Seas now 
broadsast copra quotations, which are 
picked up by the trading schooners 
amongst the Society Islands, and enable 
the buyers to deal on narrower margins 
than was possible when only the occa- 
sional cable offices kept them in touch 
with the market, according to L. V. Boyle.

Nitrate of Soda, Blood, Cottonseed Meal, Tankage, 
Hoofmeal Show Advances—Spring Quotations 
On Mixtures Lower than Last Year 


Advances predominated in the price 
changes in last week's fertilizer ma-— 
terials market, and the trend was to- 
ward higher levels. Notwithstanding 
the general upward movement in quo- 
tations, however, trading in the main 
continued limited to small quantities. 

Mixers in the lower cotton belt were 
reported buying materials for prompt 
delivery in better volume, but in other 
sections of the country there was still 
a general disposition to mark time 
until the demand for mixtures shows 
improvement. Inquiries reaching sell- 
ers of materials were more numerous 
last week, however, and it was gen- 
erally believed that the market would 
liven up shortly, particularly in view 
of the fact that the mixers will require 
considerably more crude stocks to take 
care of any real spring demand. 

Nitrate of soda remained quiet, al- 
though importers had advanced their 
quotations to the basis prevailing pre- 
vious to the cut of the preceding week. 
Price protection extended by the Chil- 
ean producers on carry over stocks at 
the close of the current year had stim- 
ulated buying by the importers, but 
the fact that this protection is only 
partial was expected to act as a bar 
to much real volume trading. 

Manufacturers have announced their 
spring list prices on mixtures, both in 
Southern and Northern markets. The 
prices are lower than those named last 
vear, and this is expected to stimulate 
early-season buying, although the un- 
favorable conditions in some of the 
cotton States will probably militate 
igainst booking of a heavy tonnage 
during the early part of the season. 
The manufacturers are just starting 
their men out, and will have a better 
idea as to potential demand as soon 
as the salesmen start sending in re- 
ports and orders.

Alcohol Unsettled and Competitive—Cocoa Butter 








Strong, Active and Higher—Menthol 
Easier — Mercury Firm 


Unsettlement, competition and price 
shading in alcohol, and an active, 
strong and advancing market for cocoa 
butter were features of prominence in 
the drug and fine chemicals market last 
week. Prices in the market as a whole 
were firm and undertones were mostly 
steady. Demand was up to normal and 
assisted in keeping conditions gener- 
ally satisfactory to sellers. 

Unsettlement in aicohol prices was 
quite marked. In the Metropolitan, 
Philadelphia and Chicago districts sel- 
lers of alcohol were able to obtain the 
official schedule of prices that went intu 
effect January 1. Sharp cutting or 
moderate shading were practiced gen- 
erally and the result was that prices 
actually to be paid were arrived at 
through negotiations. The weakness and 
competition that has broken spot prices 
was much at odds with the prices be- 
ing paid for new crop molasses. 

Cocoa butter was in excellent demand 
and prompt deliveries were not too 
plentiful. Prices for bulk and fingers 
were higher, due to the advanced prices 
paid for cocoa beans by the chocolate 
manufacturers. 

Methanol and methyl acetone were 
strong. Stocks unsold in producers’ 
hands were moderate and known needs 
of manufacturing interests could easily 
take up any surplus that might develop. 
Prices were maintained in a market 


free from competitive influences. For- 
maldehyde, paraformaldehyde and 
hexemethylenetetramine were firm to 


steady; the last named article was sub- 
ject to sharp competition from holders 
of imported goods. 

Quicksilver was firm to strong and 
the tendency of prices was upward here 
and abroad. Mercurials on the spot 
were in good request and prices were 
firm, due to the replacement cost of raw 
material.

Export Sales Reduce Ipecac Stocks by 2% Tons 
Sold to Europe—Aconite and Arnica 
Stronger—Saffron Weak 


Improvement in demand that had 
been expected to develop once inven- 
tory was well out of the way was re- 
alized in the botanical market on spot 


last week. With the exception of the 


exceptional trading in ipecac, the mar- 
ket lacked all elements of the sensa- 
tional. Demand was moderately larger 
but it was more extensive and covered 
a greater number of medicinal items 
than it had _ recently. Advances in 
prices exceeded reduftions by a wide 
margin and came mainly in medicinal 
materials, The entire market was 
firmer and many articles were stronger 
in addition to being higher in price. 
Ipecac was a leader in the devetop- 
ments of the week. Export demand 
from the Continent developed quietly 
but insistently and steadily. The fact 
that European buyers were glad to 
purchase Cartagena root when ordi- 
narily they refuse to take anything but 
Rio was counted on as an important 


pointer regarding the progress of the 
primary marke ‘t. Unsold spot stocks 
were limited late last week. Soap 


bark was another South American 
product in which higher prices for re- 
placement were cabled from the pri- 
mary as well as European markets. 
Overestimation of the new crop was 
reported. Higher quotations were ex- 
pected here. 

Lemon peel came in for excellent 
demand and removal of important 
quantities from the market accom- 
panied a further rise in prices. Orange 
peel, both bitter and sweet, were also 
in good request, 

Blood root was higher in the replace- 
ment market and spot quotations were 
renamed at higher levels. Catnip 
leaves were in good demand at a rise 
in prices that resulted in the market 
being much firmer. Dogwood bark was 
important in point of sales made and 
higher prices came early in the week. 

Vanilla was in ‘better demand and 
Mexican cuts as well as South Amer- 
ican beans sold at an advance in price. 
Bourbons were lower but demand was 
still reported active; competition in 
Bourbons was very keen. Genuine 
cramp bark was virtually out of spot 
stock and the market was strong and 
nominal. Grains of paradise were in 
similar position. Ergot at higher 
prices changed hands seldom, but the 
advance was due to cheaper goods be- 
ing exhausted, 

Aconite and arnica of all kinds were 
very strong in foreign markets and 
higher prices here were expected to 
develop in the event of local dealers 
being forced to replenish stocks liber- 
ally. Larkspur seed was under the 
influence of favor: rble replacement sup- 
plies and expanding competition on 
spot; prices were lowered. 

Horehound underwent some decrease 
in buyers’ interest and some business 
was written at price concessions. 
Eastern skullcap was cheaper in some 
quarters and dearer in others. Valencia 
saffron was weak and lower in all po- 
sitions.

The lower prices for mace and nut- 


mesg were a new development that 
came as a slight surprise in view of 
the firmness of raw materials. How- 
ever, there was a competitive under- 
tone to the materials, and it was also 
said that some saving in production 
costs had been achieved. 

The decline in Turkish geranium 


also surprised somewhat in view of the 
general firmness of the geranium group 
in foreign markets. Demand in this 
market has not corresponded with for- 
eign strength, and hence the continued 


competition and lowering of spot 
prices. 
Cananga was out of request and 


sellers seemed to be anxious for busi- 
ness.

Japan wax on spot was reduced in 
price. Arrivals due here during the 
first half of February have been sold 
freely and heavily. The result was an 
exceptionally small amount of wax be- 
ing left unsold with which to meet 
prompt delivery orders in the future. 
Buying on spot last week was active 
but supplies were more readily ob- 
tainable. Shipment prices were main- 
tained at the recent and high levels. 

Camphor was weak and well in- 
formed opinion tended toward the idea 


that quotations for shipment goods in 
Japan would work lower and that spot 


prices would be driven downward 
moderately. Demand was light and 
did much to encourage the develop- 
ment of foreign weakness.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27, 1927. 

A decrease from November of less than 
one-half of 1 percent in the number on 
the payrolls in the chemical industries is 
shown for December, according to the 
United States Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
There was an 11 percent decrease in the 
number on the payroll in the fertilizer 
industries and a decrease of six-tenths of 
1 percent in the number on the payroll in 
petroleum refining industries. The 
amount of the payroll of the chemical 
and petroleum 


refining industries in- 
creased slightly, the former by four- 
tenths of 1 percent and the latter by 
seven-tenths of 1 percent. while the 


amount of the payroll of the fertilizer 
industries decreased by 5 percent. 

Two hundred and eighty-three estab- 
lishments manufacturing chemicals and 
allied products reported 90,128 persons on 
the payroll in December, as compared 
with 91.581 in November.

Caustic Acids Labeling

Sent Back to Committee 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 27, 1927. 

On motion of Representative James S. 
Parker, of New York. chairman of the 
House committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce, the House has sent the 
bill “to safeguard the distribution and sale 
of certain dangerous caustic or corrosive 
acids, alkalies and other substances in 
interstate and foreign commerce” back to 
that committee for further consideration. 
Mr. Parker stated that he made the mo- 
tion at the request of the committee. 

The bill was passed by the Senate last 
June and was reported favorably at that 
time from the House committee on inter- 
state and foreign commerce It has been 
on the House calendar since June 17. 

The bill, which is opposed by trade in- 
terests, provides for a poison label on 
certain “dangerous caustic or corrosive 
acids and alkalies.”

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has held in case No, 17187, Ohio 
Farm Bureau Federation et al. vs.

A study of the output has shown that 
it compares creditably with foreign 
products. It was first experimented 
upon at the S.M.R. Co. Central Labora- 
tory as material for firebrick. Next, 
the experiment was extended to the 
manufacture of Sorel cement, which 
is used for making the substitute for 
linoleum known as lignoid. Experi- 
ments are being pursued in the mak- 
ing of magnesium carbonate, magne- 
sium sulphate, metallic magnesium, 
etc. How to turn these experiments 
to practical account is to be taken up 
by the laboratory this year.

Muscle Shoals Offers 


Before House Committee 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25, 1927. 

Approval of a revised offer for the 
Muscle Shoals power and fertilizer plants 
by the American Cyanamid Company is 
provided in a bill introduced in the House 
by Representative Martin B. Madden of 
Illinois, chairman of the appropriations 
committee. Mr. Madden objects to the 
acceptance of the offer of the Associated 
Power Companies as recommended by the 
joint congressional committee, headed by 
Senator Charles S. Deneen of Illinois. 
Mr. Madden maintains that the latest 
offer of the American Cyanamid Com- 
pany is a better proposal than the orig- 
inal offer of Henry Ford. 

Chester Gray, Washington representa- 
tive of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, in a statement urges Con- 
gress to support the Madden bill. He 
says that in this measure organized ag- 
riculture see “the culmination of its best 
hopes for the utilization of Muscle 
Shoals as Congress originally intended; 
namely, for national defense in time of 
war and the production of fertilizers in 
time of peace.” 

Representative Madden in explaining 
his bill said that he did not believe that 
the offer of the Associated Power Com- 
panies fulfills the purposes of Congress 
as declared in the national defense act of 
1916, which provides for the production 
of nitrates needed in war and for fer- 
tilizers in times of peace. 

Hearings on Muscle Shoals legislation 
have been in progress this week before 
the House committee on military affairs, 
to which the Madden bill was referred. 
The committee first gave consideration 
to the Ernst-Reece bill which would 
create the Farmers’ Federated Fertilizer 
Corporation for the production of fer- 
tilizer, nitrates and power, the fertilizer 
to be distributed by a board appointed 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. C. Bas- 
com Slemp, former secretary to Presi- 
dent Coolidge, and a former representa- 
tive in Congress, and other witnesses 
appeared in behalf of this bill. 


Potash Test Well to Be 


Started in New Mexico 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26, 19%

Benzol, Toluene and Solvent Naphtha Move on 
Contract—Production Shows Decrease 


—Intermediates More Routine 


Conditions in the market for coal tar 
products were along steady lines last 
week. There were few changes in the 
prices and trading was much as it had 
been during the previous week. There 
has been less activity in colors and in- 
termediates the past few weeks, but 
shipments of crudes showed no de- 
crease and in the case of benzol there 
had been some gain in the inquiry. 
The production of benzol was slightly 
lessened by the inactivity in the steel 
industry. This is more or less sea- 
sonal development and caused little 
comment in the trade. Prices of ben- 
zol were better maintained than some 
reports indicated, these having ap- 
parently originated in the rubber man- 
ufacturing districts where there is al- 
Ways strenuous competition for benzol 
business. Surplus stocks of benzol 
were limited. 

Other crudes were steady. 
for toluene was extremely good and 
there were hardly stocks enough to 
go round. Production’ was better than 
ever, but the enormous demands of the 
lacquer industry made it barely suf- 
ficient for all requirements. Distrib— 
utors were largely sold ahead for the 
time being. Solvent naphtha was also 
in demand. Producers of creosote oil 
had been able to arrange contracts for 
large shipments during the spring and

summer. The market was definitely 
established at the prices announced 
in the fall. 

Intermediates were without much 


feature. Thiocarbanilide sold at le. 
per pound less than before. There was 
irregular demand. Orthotoluidin was 
in demand from the mining industry 
and shipments went forward regularly 
to the West. Production was well 
under contract, and production was not 
being extended at this time because of 
the limited outlet for paratoluidin, a 
by-product. 

Colors presented nothing of interest. 
There has been a steady demand for

Benzene (Benzol).—Production was 
sligthly off from the recent average, 
but the decrease was not important 


enough to have any real effect on the 
shipments going to regular consumers. 
Contract shipments were holding up in 
excellent volume and leading distribu- 
tors were despatching the bulk of pro- 
duction in this fashion. The decrease 
in the output of benzol is not an un- 
seasonal development. At this time of 
the year slacker conditions in the still 
industry usually have some effect on 
the output of benzol. The market was 
in a steady position and prices were 
maintained by the principal sellers, al- 
though in some of the rubber districts 
the ordinary reports of shading were 


heard. There is always a deal of com-

Provided, however, that in cases where 
a prohibition agent or representative is regu- 
larly stationed on the premises of the bonded 
dealer, such dealer will prepare an additional 
copy of the memorandum slip, form 1473, 
which additional copy must be submitted to 
the agent on duty at the premises at the time 
ef or prior to making the shipment or deliv- 
ery covered thereby.
